The price of coal in Atlanta during | 
the past few days has caused quite a 
little discussion, and questions have 
been raised as to whether the already | 
advanced price of $6 will be materially | 
increased, and whether the price per: 
torn at the mines has been decreased. | 
Agents for the mines in Atlanta claim) 
the price perton has gone down 50 to 
75 cents per ton for domestic coal, and, | 
although the demand for steam coal 1s 
not go good, the price still remains, 
as also does the $6 per ton for domestic. 
No advance is predicted until colder 
weather comes. 

Within the past three months 
has been advanced $! per ton by the! 
retail dealers of Atlanta on the assump- 
tion that the price had gone up $1.25 at 
the mines. The price per ton was in- 
creased from $5 to $6, and within the 
past few days the current réport has 
been that the $6 price might be in- 
creased 50 cents, although the price at 
the mines had decreased $! per ton. 

When Price May He Raised. 

The retail dealers in the city deny 
that the present price will be raised 
until cold weather, and they all pro- 
fess to have no knowledge of any sharp 
decrease in the price at the mines, The 
general statement is made that the coal 
selling for $6 .).."ton has been stored 
here for sometime, and, due to the de- 
créase in demand, has practically been 
held at a joss; hence there is no outlook

Price Lower at Mines. 

»gents of mines in Tennessee and 
other coal districts, who have offices 
in ‘Atlanta, report that in spite of the 
denials. coal (domestic) had made 4 
sharp decline of from 50 to 76 cents 
per ton at the mines*They claim, how- 
ever, that the dearth of cold weather 
has caused a decrease in the demand. 
The price on steam coal remains the 
same. 

To sum up the whole question, unles, 
the demand increases and‘a cold spell 
strikes Atlanta the price per ton will 
remain $6 to the consumer. The puz- 
zie is just what will happen if the 
mines decide to increase when it be- 
comes more frigid. The railroads in 
this connection claim the coal dealers 
have no excuses regarding shipping. 
as never before have they been more 
able to oblige and less handicapped re- 
garding the movement of cars. They 
state the constant kick of the retailer 
against shipments does not go at this 
season, and for their part they can S€e 
no reason why the prices are so ad-

John Keiley, the well-Known Whole- 
sale man: “Although [ am in the! 
wholesale business, I know of no 
change in the market. Coal at the! 
mines, the best grade, is now costing| 
the retailer $3.25 per ton, and $1/45; 
freizht, and if the present prices can! 
be lowered I cannot see it. I have) 
heard of no reduction in the price at 
the mines. It is all a mistake regard- 
ing the report that coal will be ad- 
vanced 50 cents per ton, and that the 
price has been reduced at the mines. 
The price I quote is the lowest on the 
market, and no one can obtain it any 
cheaper. Cold weather, which has been 
exceedingly scarce in Atlanta this year, 
will be the governing point of the 
price.

in the forenoon. The meeting was held 
at the Pfedmont hotel. 

Although Tech demanded that 
meeting be an open one in order that 


those of the public who cared to might | 
listen to every feature of the charges 
against the local eleven, the committee 
Cecided to hold an executive session and 
nothing that was done at any time dur- 
ing the day was given out. 

Both Tech and Georgia appealed 
Holmes’ suspension decision. 

The Tech case was the tirst consid- | 
ered and up to a late hour evidence in | 
the cases of the men under fire was. 
heard. At 10 o'clock this evidence was | 
in but a verdict was not reached. 

The committee then began the in- | 
vestigation of the charges against the 
Georgia team. 

Suspension Unconstitutional. 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
both colleges would be reinstated on 
the ground that the suspensions were 
unconstitutional, that the Té@ch charges 
would be probed as the local atithorities 
requested the meeting and the Georgia 
charges it was first belleved would be 
tabled until the regular meeting of the 
S. I. A. A, in’ December. 

Late in the afternoon, however, Px0- 
fessor Sanford, athletic director of the 
University of Georgia, demanded that 
the Georgia investigation follow that of 
Tech and granting this, the committee 
took up the Georgia matter after dis- | 
posing of the Tech case. 

The unconstitutional feature of the | 
case lies in the fact that the bylaws otf! 
the association do not call for the sus- 
Pension of a team under the circum- 
stances surrounding the two elevens put 
on the rack yesterday. Neither team 
could have been suspended without the 
Suspension of the players first and then 
a violation of this order. 

The length of the Session was a sur- 
prise to all those interested in the mat- 
ter, it being thought that the work of 
the committee would be finished in one 
day. But witness after witness was 
examined, and they were called and 
dismissed from morning till late at 
night. 

That the committee would sit in con- 
tinuous session was also unexpected, 
but it appears that all concerned were 
anxious to dispose of the business at 
hand without a rest overnight. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
members had a short recess for lunch 
and took up the work again. The aft- 
ernoon session was adjourned at 7 
o'clock for dinner, and was resumed 
again at 8 o'clock to last until early the 
next morning.

fore the board. ,

Charges Against Teamzs. 


The charges against Tech revolve 
around the alleged professionalism of 
six men on the team—Fitzsimmons, 
Robert, Buchanan, Johnson, Sims and 
Davis. It was charged that Fitzsim- 
mons and Johnson were playing for a 
monthly salary or other consideration, 
and the student-commission charge 
rested on the other four en, as far 
as could be learned. 

This grew out of the fact that Sims 
was the student representative at Tech 
for Daniel Bros., and was to receive a 
commission on every purchase he in- 
fluenced. That he had done this was 
to be shown by signed cards presented 
by the students. Sims was taken ill, 
never signed one of the cards, and did 
not receive a cent commission from 
the. clothing people, so the Téch sup- 
porters aver. 

As for Georgia, it was charged that 
a number of professional players, 
known as “ringers” in football circles, 
were hired to play in the game against 
Tech, that these men were not bona 
fide students of the university, were 
paid for their work, left immediately 
after the Tech game for which they 
were brought to Athens several days 
before this event occurred. 

It was understood that no one was 
on hand to push the charges against 
Georgia, while there were a number of 
witnesses against Tech, The S. LA A, 
ig the investigator in the Georgia case. 

Anyway, the hearing of the two 
cases consumed much time. No murder 
trial ever had a more careful weigh- 
ing of the evidence. 

The committee stated that state- 
mnnts of its findings would be fur- 
nished the newspapers at the conclu- 
sion of the session.

Secretary Corlelyou Makes an 
Important Announcement 
Regarding Finances, 


HE IS MAKING 
CAREFUL STUDY 


Many Rumors of a More or Less In- 


come under | 


definite Character Are in Circu- 
lation in Regard to Presi- 
dent’s Plans for Relief 
of the Country. 


Washington, November 22.—An im- 
portant announcement of policy was 
made by Secretary Cortelyou late this 
afternoon in regard to the allotment of 
the new one-year treasury certificates 
which indicates that the secretary pre- 
pared to cut red tape as far as possible 
and place the proceeds of the sale of 
the certificates promptly at the dispo- 
sition of the money market. He pro- 
poses to return to national banks sub- 
scribing for hte certificates, as a 
deposit of public money, 75 per 
cent of the cash paid for them. The 
remaining 25 per cent will go for the 
time being to strengthen the cash 
balance of the treasury. The banks sur- 
rendering this 25 per cent will not, 
however, suffer a reduction in their 
supply of currency, for they will be 
entitled to receive the par value of 
the certificates purchased in new 
bank note circulation. In order to make 
this transaction immediately effective, 
the treasury will retain the certifi- 
cates purchased by each bank, if it 
desires that they be -deposited with 
the United States treasurer as securi- 
ties for circulation, and will ship the 
notes at once. 

Secretary Cortelyou is _ carefully 
| studying the applications for certifi- 
l cates in order to make the allotments 
in the manner which will be . most 
beneficial to the monetary situation. 
The secretary continued to © recelve 
calls today from. prominent bankers 
and letters from various points in Te- 
gard to the new issues. 

To Move Cotton Crop. 

Among those who called on Secre- 
tary Cortelyou today was Sol Wexler, 
vice president of the Whitney Central 
National bank of New Orleans. Mr. 
Wexler reported that the cotton move- 
ment was going forward remarkably 
well under the adverse conditfons pre- 
vailing. The New Orleans banks are 
supplying currency to the cotton grow- 
ing districts, and a the same time are 
| maintaining adequate cash reserves. 
'It is desired, however, to obtain al) 
the assistance possible from the treas- 
ury, in order to prevent a deficiency of 
currency, which would congest the cot- 
(ton crop at southern points and pre- 


‘vent the drawing of bills against ship- 
ments to Europe. Thus far the diffi- 
culty in disposing of bills for cash at 
New York, which was somewhat acute 
two or three weeks ago, has been 
largely overcome partly by an I{m- 
provement in the general situation and 
ipartly by direct dealings with Europe. 

Rumors are in circulation in regard 
}to the purpose of the president and 
Secretary Cortelyou !In regard to cur- 
rency legislation. Suggestions such 
as the insuring of deposits in na- 
tional banks, which Mr. Bryan has 
just indorsed, the issue of additional 
bank notes against state and municipal 
bonds and the requirement of interest 
on government deposits in the banks 
are reported to have been presented 
to members of the administration, and 
to have been favorably received. The 
fact appears to be, however, that the 
president and secretary of the treas- 
ury are simply assuming a receptive 
attitude and are listening to all sug-* 
gestions which are made to them, 
without committing themselves to any. 

New York Banks to Be Liberal. 

New York, November 22.—The exten* 
to which New York banks will sub- 
scribe to the new issue of treasury cer- 
tificates is not yet definitely fixed. but 
it is expected that there will be liberal 
participation’ when a fll understand- 
ing is secured as to the uses to which 
the certificates may be applied. At the 
outset there was doubt as to whether 
they could be used as a basis for the 
issue of national bank note circula- 
tion. Some bankers maintain that a 
strict construction of the national 
banking act required bonds as ae —<se- 
curity for oirculation, whereas it was 
not at first clear that the certificates 
came strictly within the meaning of a 
bond. , The fact that the official cireu- 
lar relative to the Panama bonds spe- 
cifically stated that they would be ac- 
cepted as a basis for circulation, while 
the circular relative to the certificates 
omitted this statement, led to further 
doubts on the question. 

This was in part overcome by state- 
ments from treasury quarters that the 
certificates would be available for cir- 
culation. But as the assurance did not 
come in an official manner, it was felt 
it might not be conclusive should sub- 
sequent legal questions arise. Now. 
however, it is the accepted view in 
banking circles that the certificates 
can be utilized as a basis for circula- 
tion, but not fot bank reserves... The 
advantage of this use of the new issue 
for circulation purposes is very great, 
not only as a banking transaction, but 
as a means of relieving the stringency 
as the bank note circulatio will speed- 
ily get into public use. The fact that 
the Panama canal bonds are to draw 
interest of only 2 per cent, while the 
treasury certificates are rated as 3 per 
cent securities, is placing the former at 
considerable disadvantage in the pres- 
ent state of the market, and calls for 
the bonds have been restricted 
thus far in this city. This has led to

Joliet, Ill., November 22.—A riot oc- 
curred today as a result of a strike fol- 
lowing an attempted wage reduction 
among the quarrymen. Strikers and 
men‘ wishing to work clashed in a 
bloody fight. Revolvers were used, but 
most of the shots were fired in the air 
to intimidate. Stone; were thrown and 
a@ number of men on both sides were 
hit, but no serious injuries are reported. 
The riot occurred in the vicinity of the 
Westérn Stone Company's quarries, 
southeast of Joliet. The wage scale of 
20 cents an hour for ten hours, it waé6 
announced, would be reduced to !7 1-2 
cents an hour for nine hours. In con- 
sequence the men on the various quar- 
ries have been on strike since last Mon- 
day. Today men from the quarries at 
Lemont, Ill., went to Joliet to take the 
places of some of the strikers, ani this 
precipitated the clash. Police ang dep- 
uty sheriffs are now patrolling the quar- 
ry district.

Tone Duncan, the negro who, shortly 
before the riot last year, almost fa- 
tally cut W. L. Gilman, on Marietta 
street, was arraigned before Recorder 
Broyles yesterday afternoon. After the 
cutting scrape the negro made his es- 
cap into .South Carolina, and only re- 
turned to the state a short time since. 
He was arrested Thursday.

Gilman, together with a friend, was 
riding down Marietta street, in an au- 
tomobile, he started to pass a negro 
drayman. A quarrel resulted, during 
which the negro leaped from his wagon, 
and, drawing a knife, attempted to cut 
‘the throat of Mr. Gilman.

“outlaw” statement. 
“ “Fon. §. G. McLendon, chairman rail- 
road commission: Dear Sir: I have this 
morning your letter of yesterday, tor 
which please accept my thanks. 

“The purpose of my letter of Novem- 
ber 14th, to which yours is a reply, Was 
to get the name of the civil engineer 
"who examined the Georgia railroad. 
This purpose was natural, and legiti- 
mate, and was supported by reasons 
which seemed to me to be proper, and 
not wholly without merit. 

“You decline to give this information 
at present. I was prepared in a measure 
for this declination by having observed 
of late that the railroad commission, or 
rather, you, its chairman, are disposed 
to render its great powers more appall- 
ing by enveloping its acts in portentous 
mystery, Having discharged, though 
without success, my undertaking, 4s 
legal adviser of the Georgia railroad, to 
get the name of the examiner, and in- 
vestigator of the railroad’s property, 1 
shall now, in the freedom of our long 
and pleasant acquaintance and mutual 
regard, make, in my personal capacity, 
some observations on your letter. 

‘*"You say I contend that the Georgia 
railroad commission has no right to ex- 
amine the property of the Georgia rail- 
road without the knowledge or consent 
of some efficer of that company. 

Denies the Statement. 

“Now my dear sir, I really cannot let 
you charge me, as you do in that Ben- 
tence, with sheer idiocy, and not deny 
it. I do deny that I have ever contended 
for anything so absurd, You, yourself, 
make haste to admit that I do.not say 
this in terms, but you add that I do 
say it in substance, 

“Tl deny this with equal positiveness, 
and challenge the production of any 
part of my letter susceptible, by any 
possibility, of such construction. 

‘You have, in replying to my. alleged 
‘contention’ brilliantly refuted a prop- 
osition which no one has ever pro- 
pounded. 

“You have set up a man of straw and 
valiantly knocked him down, I am 
amazed that one, who feels himself 
burdened with the regulation of nearly 
all things, great and small, between 
heaven and earth, can find time for 
this old, but, withal, harmless, pastime, 
You are good enough—merciful enough, 
I may say—to warn me in advance, and 
‘in perfect frankness’ that ‘disobedi- 
ence to the reasonable regulations and 
orders of this commission’ will render 
the Georgia railroad an ‘outlaw.’ 

What Is an Outlaw. 


“What is an outlaw? A person who is 
put out of the protection of the law. 
Thus we have it distinctly stated that 
disobedience of a rule of the commission 
—‘reasonable’ in the opinion of the com- 
mission—closes the courts to the rail- 
roads, 

“A citizen of Georgia may commit 
murder, may embezzle, may forge, may 
steal—in every instance violating the 
aw of the state—but the courts will 
hear him in his defense: he is not an 
outlaw.

John R. Mock, until a few days ago 
local freight agent for the Seaboard Air 
Line railway, and who was arrested 
Tuesday evening last upon request of a 
representative of the American Surety 
was given an examination 
yesterday morning before Justice of the 
Peace Orr, and, failing to make bond 
in the sum of $3,500, was sent back to 
jail last night on the charge of em- 
bezzlement. 

The court room was thronged when 
the case was called. The defendant's 
face showed fatigue and anxiety, as 
well as a two or three days’ growth 
of beard, as he dropped into a chair 
indicated by his attorney, Van. Astor 
Batchelor, with whom he talked for a 
few minutes before the inquiry was 
opened. 

Attorney D. K. Johnston, representing 
the Surety Company, was in close touch 
the immediate representative of 
the bond organization when the inves- 
tigation was opened. 

Several Witnesses Called. 

A dozen witnesses were called and 
sworn. B. H. Burroughs, traveling au- 
ditor of the Seaboard, was first pre- 
sented. Mr. Burroughs told of his in- 
spection of the books in the Seaboard 
Air Line, saying that his work had not 
been completed, and for that reason 
he could not give anything like a con- 
clusion. He produced papers showing 
the result of his researches. These pa- 
pers were in the form of checks which 
had been sent the Seaboard Air Line 
freight department ig payment of bills. 
The checks showed .Q2y had been paid. | 
Auditor Burroughs asserted tiat the 
records in the freigth office did not in- 
dicate the presence of these checks at 
any time. The auditor declared that 
his incomplete work indicated a_ dis- 
crepancy of something like $6,600, At- 
torney Batchelor wouldn’t have the evi- 
dence that way.

Who Handled the Books. 

It was shown by the defendant's at- 
torney that more than one person had 
access to books the prisoner had been 
handling. It was shown by the state 
that Mock had secured from the cashier 
money for a check issued by the F. E. 
Block Company for $126.20, the assistant 
cashier who exchanged the money for 
the check, saying that Mock had said, 
when the transaction occurred, that it 
was a personal matter between him 
and the F. E. Block Company. 

Attorney Johnston wanted a $5,000 
bond. Attorney Batchelor stated that as 
a small shortage only had been estab-| 
lished there was no reason whatever 
for a bond so heavy as the prosecution 
suggested.

“One of he latest reiterations of this 
doctrine is found in the opinion of Mr.

‘“*A state enactment or regulation 
made under the authority of a state en- 
actment, establishing rates for the-trans- 
or property by 
railroad that will not admit of the 
carrier earning such compensation as 
under all the circumstances is just to it 
and to the public, would deprive such 
carrier of its property without due 
process of law and deny to it the equal 
protection of the laws, and would, 
be repugnant to the four- 
amendment of the constitution 
of the United States.’ 

Enforcement of the Laws. 


“The enforcement by the department 
of justice of the laws denouncing com- 
binations in restraint of trade, unlawful 
rebates In the costs of transportation, 
of the laws made for the protection of 
the vast sums appropriated for public 
improvements, have incalculably en- 
hanced the labors and responsibilities of 
the trial judge. For illustration, in this 
the “lumber rate’ case, 
involving the most important relief to 
manufacturers, shippers and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars—perhaps mil- 
lions—which were arbitrarily exacted, 
has been tried, rellef has been accorded 
to the shippers, restitution decreed, ad 
the court of last resort hag affirmed 
the judgment. We heard nothing of ‘in- 
ferior courts’ and ‘petty courts’ when 
that decision was rendered and these 
millions were accorded local litigants. 
Enormous questions of great variety and 
character are here determined. rere, 
the vast sums, voted by congress for 
the advancement of the people are 
guarded. Such cases as the criminai 
prosecution of Greene and Gaynor, 
where the department of justice has

of the importance of such duties. I trust 
that I may add that in these matters and 
all matters when public and private 
interest and the public conscience were 
involved, the judge of this court has 
been accorded by the jury body a 
swerveless and unbroken support. 

“It follow, then, that no party need 
be disturbed by that excitation, which, 
for political or other purposes, has been 
imparted to the public mind. The rights 
of the people are in no danger. Let us 
try cases against the railroads, but not 
crusades against the great lines of trans- 
portation upon which our very lives 
depend.

When cold, cut them in slices and dip them 
either in egg and bread’ crumbs or butter, 
seasoned with salt and white pepper. Fry 
them in pure lard. Serve as a side dish, or 
accompaniment to any delicate vegetable.

Cut. your mutton into slices half an inch 
thick and put each slice into a well buttered 
and frilled strip of white paper. The dipping 
in melted butter prevents their burning.

Mrs. Quackenbos Talks of 
Conditions in Regard to 
the South. 


New Orleans, November 22.—An out- 
line of her plans for stamping out 
peonage in the south was given out 
today by Mrs. Mary Grace Quackenbos, 
the only woman special assistant to 
the attorney general of the United 
States. Mrs. Quackenbos was recently 
assigned to investigate peonage 
southern states. 

une thing which I am compelled to 
fight against,” said Mrs. Quackenbos, 
‘is the fact that few persons as yet 
realize my motives and = purposes. 
With the proper support I believe I 
can completely wipe opt peonage in 
the south within the next year.” 

Mrs. Quackenbos’ prediction is based 
partly on her belief that peonage is 
not at all general.

She says that charges of oppression 
in the south recently made in foreign 
countries are almost wholly due to let- 
ters which immigrants have written 
home, and that a government investi- 
gation, by removing the cause for 
such letters, will benefit immigration.

WAGES WERE CUT 20 PER CT. 


Large Tifton Manufacturing 

Concerns Reduce Wages. 

Tifton, Ga., November 22.—(Special.)— 
Beginning Monday a reduction in wages 
of nearly 20 per cent by all the largest 
employing concerns in the city was put 
into effect. 

While the reduction was made princl- 
pally by the lumber manufacturing 
plants, yet it was shared by nearly all 
employers of labor, and was caused by 
the drop in prices of nearly all manu- 
factured products. 

The reduction made but little percepti- 
ble change. Employers had exiplained 
the matter thoroughly to their employees 
beforehand, and the decrease was accept- 
ed with but little, if any, grumbling, 
and so far as known not a single man 
quit work on this account. 

The market for planing mill stock con- 
tinues fairly good, with prices that are 
as good or even a little better than 
might be expected, but the bottom 
seems to have dropped out of the mar- 
ket for dimension stock. The H. H. 
Tift mill is only running about three 
days in the week, and it is said there 
are no orderg on hand for future de- 
livery, with only occasional inquiry. 

Another addition to the complexity of 
the situation is‘that naval stores factors 
are unable to accommodate the oper 
ators with advances, and can only fur- 
nish cash for payrolls, This ig not only 
embarrassing to the operator, but con- 
tributes a good deal to the money 
ecarcity.

called upon all men to demand the ‘blue 
label” upon their tobacco, 

After a lomg and exciting debate the 
convention referred to the executive 
council a proposition to compel all in- 
ternational unions having locals affil- 
iated with the “United Hebrew Trades 
Council” of New ‘York to call upon locals 
te withdraw therefrom, The disq@ussion 
brought out many trades union mternal 
troubles in New York. Denying that any 
religious question was involved, several 
speakers alleged that the “United He- 
brew Trades Council’ while professing 
to be an aid to the organizations af- 
filiated with the American Federation 
of Labor, had no more right to sepa- 
rate organization than did the Irish or 
Germans, and is promoting the boycott 
of recognized unions in- New York, 
with continuous work against the in- 
terests of trades unions in that city 
when on strike. 

The convention accepted an inyitation 
to join the trades unionists of Wash- 
ingto, D. C., next Thursday in a great 
demonstration “For the preservation of 
trades unionism in the District of Co- 
lumbia.”

executive council with hearty approval 
the question of having women organiz- 
ers.
